"And now. behold, I 
go bound in the Spirit unto Jeru­ 
salem. not knowing the things 
that shall befall me there; save

| The old saint had met his Mas­ 
ter face to face on the road to 
Damascus. He made a complete 
surrender on that eventful day. 
He realised there and then that 
(he would enlist as a full-fledged 
soldier of Jesus Christ and that 
it was his to take orders from 
Christ and execute them for Him. 
He was not looking for a "big” 
church in a thriving city, with a 
good salary. The paramount, pre- 
ponderous thought in the Apostle’s 
mind was; Is the cause first 
worthy? Will it be best for all 
concerned? Is the work that I am 
doing and the truth that I am 
preaching pleasing to the One I 
met on the highway that eventful 
day?

Paul makes It clear that If any 
person could attain unto right­ 
eousness without Christ, it was 
his m other’s son.
